Alabama showed an increased in lum­ 
ber produced in 1925 over

state ranked tenth among the 23 or 
more state a named in lumber cut. 
This information was learned from 
data collected by the United States 
department of commerce in its annual 
census of forest products, in e#-op?r- 
ation with the departent of agricul­ 


ture. 
In the states there were 008 mills 
roportlwg, each sawing 5,000,000 feet 
•rm o re in either 1924 or 1925. There 
was an increase throughout the coun­ 
try of from 14,514,002 feet in 1924 to 
16,102,652 feet in 1925. Thia was an 
increase of eleven per cent 
The mills to which these statistic? 
relate arc distributed throughout 26 
states and practically all important 
timber regions are represented. These 
mills contribute 40.4 per cent of the 
total cut*of all mills reporting f y 
1924. 
In Alabama there were 24 mills 
that reported, estimated upon a scale 
of thousand feet board measure, the 
figure for 1925 in lumber cut 
was 
368,874 feet, while in 1924 the report 
shows that 348,913 was the figure, 
TWs is an increase of 20,161 feet. 
The state department of forestry in 
its annual report showed a similar 
gain but requested that better care 
be taken of the state. forests in or­ 
der that timber production in the fu­ 
ture may not l>o reduced.

They talk about “tottering veterans” and that's all 
right. 
But there were at least two confederate veterans 
at the confederate reunion just closed at Birmingham 
who did not totter! 
Not a bit of it 
And they marched 
the whole length of the greatest parade ever staged in 
the South- 
Who were they ? 
Well, one was Rev. J. P 
Funk, 81, Smyrna, Tenn., and the other A. J. Carver 
84, of 1101 Greenwood Avenue, Nashville, Tenn. 
Those 
two men, because they walked throughout the parade and 
because A. J. Carver’s left arm had been shot off in the 
Civil war, attracted more favorable attention than any 
two other men in the parade! 
Take a look at Mr. Car 
ver. He came out of the parade, just as he went Into it, 
gay, laughing and shaking his good arm at the people. 
At a cafeteria the night after the parade Mr. Carver 
prodded the writer with his nub of a left arm. He looked 
like he was worth following up. 
In the first place Mr. 
Carver was the father of 20 children—“all in Christ’s 
way or else in Hi* presence.” One of the “boys" is the 
venerable Dr. W. O. Carver, of the Baptist Theological 
Seminary at Louisville, learned professor, author of books 
on the life of Christ, and promoter of foreign missionary 
enterprises. 
“By their fruits ye shall know them” says 
the Bible. 
“My wife and I owned a plow, animal apiece but no 
more when just after the war we were married. 
J always arose before day and plowed one of the ani­ 
mals until breakfast time. My wife fed the other animal 
in the meantime, and when we had eaten breakfast, I 
went at once to plowing the other animal. 
I ate dinner 
sitting on the plow beam. 
It went on that way for al­ 
most a score of years. I was working 14 hours per day.” 
Today, partly from labor and partly from the rise in 
farm values. Mr. Carver is not a pauper, although the edu­ 
cated say, a score of children! 
At the age of 72, Mr. 
Carver won a corn prize for raising more corn on an acre 
of ground, than, any other person in four states! 
At 72 
mind you, and with only one arm, since 1865! 
Mr, Carver s exploit in winning the corn prize at 72, 
was only one of a thousand wins. 
And he don’t give 
God the credit, just to be “nice.” He says God has been 
personally conducting his life. 
And no one will doubt 
the marching Confederate veteran either. 
Mr. Carver is 
ten thousand times ten thousand a better answer as to 
God's existence and God’s Way of doing, than all the 
“arguments” on earth! 
Mr. Carver says “God leads just 
as long as you will to go his way.”

has been too ‘successful” to make a joke of; he raised too
